CELINa, Tenn., March 9.—A series of crimes 
without parallel for brutality has just been 
reported to the Post-DisPaTCH correspond - 
entatthis place. They were perpetrated by 
George A. Smith, a farmer about 35 years of 
age, living a few miles above here. 

Smith went home Wednesday night froma 
country store near his home, where he bad 
imbibed liquor until be had got 
ten into a condition of dranken 
frenzy, Immediately after entering the 
house he pounced upon his youngest child, a 
mere babe, and brutally beat out its brains. 
He then beat his wife in a horrible manner, 
because she had tried to save her babe. Not 
satisfied with that he cut her throat from ear 
toear andcrushed herskull witha heavy 
hammer. 4 N 

Leaving his dead victims wallowing “ in 
their blood the infuriated man repaired to 
the home of his sister-in-law, a,short dis- 
tance away. Finding her sick in bed, he 
grasped her by the hair and dragged her 

out onto the floor and stamped her re- 
peatedly. 

The woman, though weak, made the best 
resistance she could, and finally got away 
‘from her would-be-murderer. She crawled 
to the door of the nearest neighbor and gave 
the alarm. 

an investigation was at once set on foot 
and Smith’s terrible murder of his wife and 
babe was discovered. 

A huot was at onve begun for the double 
murderer, but he had made good his escape 
and no clew to his whereabouts has yet been 

| gleaned.

VERDIOT OF INSANITY. 


The Jury Make Short Work of the Mil- 
lard L. Ince Murder Case. 


Fr. Smiru, Ark., March 9.—The Millard L. 
Ince murder trial was called in the United 
States Court here to-day. Without much 
loss of time dy taking of testimony 
and argument the case was given 
to the jury. The plea of defense was insan.- 
ity, and the jury, after being out only fifteen 
minutes, returned with a verdict ef insanity. 

Judge Ince at once returned to Ava, Mo., 
with his son in charge. 

Millard L. Ince, who is a son of James P. 
Ince, County Judge of Douglas County. Mo.. 
left Missouri about the 15th of last August for 
Arkansas. In December, 1892, Ince met with 
a woman named Mary G. Riley, whom he 
persuaded to live with him as his wife. they 
moved into the Cherokee Nation, about four 
miles from this city. 

On the 12th of December Ince and the 
woman met an old blind soldier named Jen- 
kins in this city, andashe had a pint of 
whisky they insisted upon his accompanying 
them totheir house to spend the night. He 
consented, and early the followirg morning 
Jenkins ana Ince began quarreling about the 
woman. Ince procured an ax that 
was in the room and at once attacked the 
blind soldier, cutting his throat and splitting 
his head open, Ince came in and gave him.- 
selfup to the Marshal, stating that he had 
killed a mau for making too much noise. 


A Smooth Scheme. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 9.—Gov. Mat- 
thews bas honored the requisition for the ar- 
rest of Charles Ketcham of Kansas City, who 
is charged with a swindle that cost a travel- 


ling salesman a trunk full of jewelry and dia- 
monds. Ketcham was released from the 
Missouri penitentiary in 1880. Soon after 
that he met the drummer on the train and 
in conversing about excessive baggage rates, 
each produced bis trunk check, Ine 
Grummer let his check fall onthe fioor, no 
doubt in some manner startled by Ketcham. 
“he latter picked it up, changed the two 
checks and handed his own trunk check to 
the drummer. On reaching their destination 
Ketcham immediately had the drummer’s 
$5,000 trumk rechecked to anotber point. 
Ketcham is under a five year sentence at Kan- 
sas City, having escaped immediately after 
his conviction. The drummer has never re- 
covered his trunk.

HE SLASHED HIM. 


William Barker McBride Gives John 
Derunetz a Terrible Wound. 


William Barker McBride, a handsome 
young man of 28, is held a prisoner behind 
the bars of the Falr rounds Police Station 
to await the results of John Derunitz’ inju- 
ries, which, it is thought, may 
possibly prove fatal. Derunitz lies 
at his home, No. 4291 Farlin avenue, 
surrounded by his weeping wife and two 
pretty children, and suffering from a fright- 
ful gashin his neck. Will Rogers, 19 years 
old, who lives at 4204 Margaretta avenue, 
and who started the trouble that came so 
near terminating tragically, is walking the 
streets a free man. 

The three men are neighbors, McBride liv- 
ing with his mother and brothers at 4284 
Farlin avenue, just across the street from 
Deruntz’ house. Marghretta avenue on 
which Rodgers lives is just one block south of 
Farltn avenue. After supper these men with 
the other neighbors frequently 
coh gregate in Angus Macdon- 
ald’s grocery store and saloon on the 
southwest corner of Clarence and San Fran- 
cisco avenues, which is just a few blocks 
from theirhomes. A neighbor, Mrs. Flagg, 
who lived on the cornerof Margaretta and 
Turner avenues, died a few days ago 
and was buried yesterday afternoon. 
All the neighbors went to the fun- 
eral, including Mr. Macdonald, Rogers, 
McBride and others. On the way home 


from the funeral the crowd stopped at Mac- 
donald’s fora little liquid refreshment. While 
there Rogers and Mcbride hada littie fuss, 
Or rather Rogers tried to pick a fight with 
McBride. Rogers, whois the step-son of an 
ex-policeman named McDuM™e, prides him- 
self, it is said, on his ‘ability to 
whip anybody in the neighbor- 
hood, 80 yesterday it seems the 
sight of good-looking young McBride seemed 
to excite him, and he is alleged to have ap- 
proached a man in the saloon and to have 
said: Say, I believe I’ll punch that fellow, 
McBride.’’ ‘*Why?’’ the man approactred 
said. well,“ Rodgers is said to have re- 
piied, I believe he belongs to the A. P. A.. 
and further I believe he’s a —, applying 
to him a very nasty epithet. 


THE CUTTING. 
Mr. Macdonald, however, told Rogers the 
best thing he could do was to keep quiet and 
let McBride alone. Thishe did and they all 


went home to supper. At night they both 
came back. Deruntz, whois a man of 35 and 
a steamfitter by trade, came in a little later 
witha friend named Mike Sullivan, a con- 
tractor,whojwanteujto meet a man thereto 
see about digaing some cellars. sulli- 
van was called home“ by his wife 
during the evening, leaving Deruntz in the 
saloon with Rogers, McBride and three 
other men, named Hyneck, Buckley and 
Millard. About 11:30, Rogers said he could 
whip anybody in the house, and began to 
fight with McBride. Then Macdonald, sot 
caring to havea fightin his place, put them 
both out in the street. Deruntz followed 
them out intothe middle of the street and 
told them they ought to apologize 
for raising such a disturbance. Rogers 
slipped away then leaving Deruntz 
and McBride together in the dark. 
Then, McBride claims, Deruntz struck him 
and heinreturn pulled a knife and slashed 
athim. The knife caught Deruntz in the 
neck and biood spurted over his clothes ana 
over the rocks that were stuck in the mud 
below for stepping stones for pedestrians. 
Deruntz ran back to Macdonaldand said, 
‘‘'?’mcut.’’ McBridecamein shortly after 
and, Mrs. Macdonald states, said, I cut to 
kill.’’ Dernutz hurried off to Dr. McAffee’s 
office, 4275 Natural Bridge road, where it was 
found that his neck had been cut froin 
his left earall the way down to theapple in 
his throat. The artery had been severed 
and all Dr. McAfee could do was to nold it 
together while he made every one else tele - 
phone for more doctors. As it was feared he 
would bleed to death Fr. Lavery ofthe Holy 
Rosary Church was sent for, Deruntz being 
a Catholic. Drs. C. H. Powell and Richard 
Lewels arrived in about an hour and put nine 
stitches in Deruntz’s neck, after which he 
was sent home, This morning he was resting 
rather easily, but was so weak from loss of 
blood that be could not lift his head, 

McBride was arrested by Officers Crimmins 
and Dan Gallagher of the Sixth District 
about midnight and admitted doing the cut- 
ting. Officer Gallagher went, to the Four 
Courts this morning to get a warrant for 
assault to kill against McBride. 

M’BRIDE’S STORY. 
McBride, when seen in a cell at the Fair 
Grounds Police Station by a Post-DIspatcu 


reporter, admitted the cutting, but said he 
only acted in self-defense. ‘*The whole 
trouble, said he. was caused Dy this fel- 
low Kogers. When we were in Macdonala's 
last nicht he said, ‘I can lick anything in the 
house.’ ‘All right,’ said I jokingly, ‘come 
ahead, Will.’ With that he hauled off and 
hit me a terrible smash in the eye. 
I jumped back jat him and while we were 
struggling we were both pushed out in the 
street and I was dumped in the mud but 
Rogers kept pounding me. Wnen I got up I 
went to the door and told Macdonald that id 
have his place closed up and then when Der- 
untz came outand asked meto apologize 1 
was mad. He’sagreat big man much larger 
than lamand when he bit me, I just drew 
my knife and slashed away in self-defense.’’ 
McBride was formerly employed as a 
stenographer for Kenlor Bros., the milling 
firm, and has also been on the stage. Rogers 
formerly worked in a brewery. Deruntz is 
said to be an honest, Dard-working man.

HE SUCCEEDS JOHN B. HARLOW, CHOSEN 
BY HARRISON IN 1890. 


A Long Struggle Finally Ended in the 
Selection of a Political Favorite—The, 
Appointee’s Record. and Fitness for 
the Office—Speoulation Regarding the 
New Fostmaster’s Chief Assistants— 
The Disappointed Candidates. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 9.—President 
Cleveland this afternoon sent tothe Senate 
the name of Jas. L. Carlisle to be Postmaster 
of the city of St. Louls, thus ending 
the long contest over this very important 
appointment. 

The result is another demonstration of the 
influence of Congressman Seth Cobb with the 
Administration. 

Last night, and indeed upto noon to-day, 
there was strong talk of the probable success 
of a combination on Mr. George W. Allen as 
a compromise candidate and the defeat of 
Mr. Carlisle. But Mr. Cobb scouted these 
stories and stoutly maintained that Carlisle 
would receive the nomination.

SKETCH OF MR. CARLISLE. 

James L. Carlisle was born and raised in 
St. Louis, having been educated in the pub- 
lic schools. He is a graduate of the High 
School and also of the St. Louis Law School. 
He studied law for three years in the office of 
Glover & Shepley, both of whom are now 
dead, and afterwards began the practice of 
law for himself. In 1883 he was appointed 
Jury Commissioner of this city and in 1887 
by a unanimous vote was reappointed to the 
same position. 
Prior to this Mr. Carlisle had been promi- 
nent in politics, and in 1880 was a member 
of the State Congressional Committee. In 
1887 he was unanimously elected Chairman 
of the Democratic City Central Commit- 
tee, and in 1889, when requested to repre- 
sent his ward ard also act as Chair- 
man of the Committee, he re- 
fused. The rules governing the 
Committee were therefore changed and he 
was again unanimously elected Chairman, a 
position he held until 1891, when he was ap- 
pointed Recorder of Voters by Gov. D. R. 
Francis for a term of four years. 

Mr. Carlisle is a man of family and he has 
always been a prominent member of the 
Methodist Church.

The Great Kentuckian Forming Strong 
Alliances for 1896, 


BUT HE WILL FIRST RETURN TO THE 
UNITED STATES SENATE. 


Inside Facts ofthe Present Complications 
inthe Kentucky Senatorial Strugglie— 
How Brown and Biackburn’s Friends 
Regard the New Turn of Events in 
the Political Situation—An Interesting 
Deal and Its Probable Outcome. 


LOUISVILLE, Kr., March 9.—The formal in- 
jection of Gov. John Young Brown’s person- 
ality into the Kentucky senatorial contest 
that will culminate two years hence, while 
not altogether unexpected, caused much 
comment and comparison of notes. The 
final determination of the Governor to enter 
the contest against Senator Blackburn was 
made known to a very few friends. The 
correspondent of the Post-DisPaTou learns 
that the presence at the capital of Senator 
Blackburn probably precipitated Gov. 
Brown’s final announcement of a candidacy 
that it has been understood by many would 
develop at the opportune time. Oongress- 
man McOreary’s friends say that he has de- 
termined to make the race for the Senate, 
and has begun to ‘‘jolly’’ the Legislature al- 
ready. 

The talk about Carlisle making the race for 
the Senate against Blackburn is vehemently 
depied by those closest to the Secretary of 
the Treasury. Carlisle claims, so his friends 
say, that he has borne the burden in the beat 
of the day and he will either progress politi- 
cally from where he is now or quit politics 
and practice law in New York. But observers 
of political events do not credit this latter 
contingency foramoment. When a states- 
man is preparing for retirement he does not 
allow his friends to carefully construct a po- 
litical machine, covering the whole State. 
Federal appointments, in Kentucky, as usual 
have caused very widespread dissatisfaction; 
but two things in this connection are to be 
noted. 

First, the Carlisle men have all been taken 
care of. Second, the original Cleveland. men 
have been persistently ignored. 

Strange tosay, the Carlisle managers have 
not been in the least anxious to ‘*placate’’ 
opposition; on the contrary, as far as they 
could control the patronage of the Treasgry 
Department and its connections they have 
used it to demonstrate their power to punish 
all who in 1892 doubted the wisdom of nomi- 
nating Carlisle. 

Ir the sole end in view were the presi- 
dential nomination in 1896, this policy would 
be suicidal. Few men in Kentucky would 
seriously object to Mr. Carlisie’s nomination 
in 1896, if it seemed wise then to nominate a 


Southern man, so the construction of a Car- 
a machine must have another explan- 
ation, 

This explanation is not far to seek. and 
Senator Blackburn has found it in the past 
few days, ifhe did not know it before. it is 
the purpose of Mr. Carlisie’s managers to 
have him elected Senator from Kentucky prior 
to the next Democratic Convention.

The Verdict of the Jury Was “Not Guilty” 
—Scene in Court. 


CHIcaGo, III., March 9.—Daniel Oougtilin is 

a free man. At4:l00’clock yesterday after- 
noon a jury of his peers declared him inno- 
cent of participation in the conspiracy to 
murder Dr. Cronin onthe night of May 4, 
1889. 
This jury, which has listened for months to 
the historic case, retired to deliberate on the 
evidence about 11 o’clock inthe morning. 
Shortly before 40’clock they announced that 
theyjhad reached a decision. Judge Tuthill 
was sent for and soon it was noised all 
through the surrounding streets thata ver- 
dict was about to be returned. 

A great crowd surged intothe court-room, 
puffing with exertion and excitement, and 
Coughlin, who looked pale and haggard, was 
brought from the jail and took his customary 


seat in front of the jury box. As the men 
who held his fate intheir hands filed in he 
turned a trifle whiter,if possible, and seemed 
to nerve himself for the impending shock, 
whether it might be Ill or good. 

Has the jury reached a verdict?’’ for- 
mally asked the Judge. ;

A great stillness prevailed in the court- 
room as the clerk took the document and 
slowly in tones of suppressed excitement read 
out the words that made Dan Coughlin a 
free man and closed an epoch in Ireiand’s 
fight in this country for liberty. 

As soon as the ex- detective could realize 
the import of the words a burning flush 
spread over his white face. The crowd 
shouted in a delirium of excitement, and ail 
order was lost. There was a rush toward the 
man, everyone falling over each other in a 
wild desire to congratulate him. Coughlin 
tried toshakea dozen hands atatime and 
then made an effort to reach the jurors. 
Some of them he succeeded in reaching, Dut 
the crowd soon proved too strong aud were 
sweeping him out of the room to liberty. 

Dan, come back! come back!’’ someone 
shouted as the balliffs of the 'eourt made 
way for a little woman bebind Judge Tut- 
hill’s chair. It was his wife, who has faith- 
fully stood by him in all his troubles. He 
turned and met her. She fell on his breast 
and in the first paroxysm of joy they both 
sobbed and wept, Then smiling as they re- 
covered themselves they left the room to- 
gether, Dan’s father trooping after them, 
wildly waving his hat. 

The twelve jurors went ina body to-day to 
the oourt-house where the vouchers for their 
fees were made out. The men were in exu- 
berant spirits overtheir release after four 
months’ confinement. The disbanding of 
the twelve was accompanied by many 
avowals of friendship and good will toward 
one another.

WASHINGTOX, D. O., March 39.—A pic- 
turesque pageant circled the broad drive- 
ways of the White House lot yesterday even- 
ing but Washington aristocracy, contrary 
to the plans ot in de siecle promoters of the 
affair, did not have a monopoly of the at- 
traction. English royalty rides in state on 
fixed days along the historic Rotten Row, and 
royalty nods to nobility which ride also, but 
in a less conspieuous place in the line. It 
was this custom that certain members of the 
Smart set attempted to inaugurate here. 
It was arranged, however, for Washington 
aristocracy only to show itself on wheels on 
the White House lot, but tothe great cha- 
grin of those who managed the exhibition, 
democracy fell right into the procession and, 


in fact, made upthe greater part of the 


show. It had been expected that democracy 
would lean up against the keep off the 
grass signs or against the freshly painte 
green fences and see the pageant go by; bit 
democracy. in less pretentious squipagé,. 
was right inthe front. In fact, colored agn- 
ocracy was ahead of the procession. :

OF INTERNATIONAL CONCERN. 


Agitation to Save the De Grave Brothers, 
Sentenced for Piracy. 

BRUSSELS, March 9.—The agitation to save 
the lives of the brothers Joseph and Alex- 
ander Korique, under sentence of death in 
France for mutiny, piracy and murder on 
the Haytian schooner Minerahatiin June, 
1892, has become a matter of international 
concern, 

Shortly after their condemnation in Brest 
last December it was leared that the men 


were Belgians and that their proper name 
was De Grave, not Rorique. Friends at once 
began an agitation looking to governmental 
interference and have induced the Govern- 
ment to appeal to France to have the trial 
reheard in Belgium. Ifthis can be brought 
about it will atleast save the lives of the 
prisoners, as capital punishment in Belyium 
has been abolished,

GOV.STONE’S CALL ON TAYLOR 


The Condemned Murderer Tells of the 
Interview With the Chief Executive. 


The recent interview which Gov, Stone 
held with Wm. H. Taylor, the condemned 
murderer inthe City Jail, has given rise to 
many rumors of a reversal of the sentence on 
the ground that the conviction was obtained 
upon perjured testimony. It was known that 
Taylor, like many other convicted prisoners, 
claimed thatthe evidence presented against 
himatthe trial was a tissue of lies, but in 
some way or other a story got afloat that he 
hada dark secret up his sleeve, which 
proved that false witnesses against him had 
been presented. 

It was for the purpose of finding out just 
what Gov. Stone had been told by Taylor that 
a reporter visited the prisoner in the jail this 
morning. Talyor talked freely upon the sub- 
ject, and professed to be ignorant of the 
manner in which the rumors had started. 

It is a fact, he said, that I have been 
convicted by perjury, but I have nothing 
more than my own word and one or two mis- 
takes made by those who swore falsely while 
giving evidence, to prove what I say. 
claim that my sister-in-law and my little boy 
did not tell the truth on the witness stand.“ 

How did Gov. Stone come to visit you in 
prison?’’ he was asked. 

**He did not come specially to visit me, bu 
I think was making a sort of tour of Inspec- 
tion of the prison, was the reply. ‘‘Chief 
Harrigan was with him, and I believe spoke 
tohim about my case. Any way he first 
called me up to talk to him, and I then told 
him of the iaise testimony given against me. 
Before he wentaway hehad a second talk 
with me. 

„Oft what does the perjury you complain of 
consist?’’ 

My little boy, Clyde Taylor, and my sister- 
in-law, Ida Anderson, swore to seeing the 
shooting, which was a lie. I claimed that 
Tobe Carlisle shot at me first, and that I 
killed him in self-defense. They denied this. 
My wife and her sister are very bitter 
against me, and must have put up my little 
son to swear falsely. They were the only 
witnesses against me. 

Taylor also gave the Governor a full ver- 
sion of the shooting which resulted in the 
death of Tobe Carlisle, and consented to re- 
peat the same story to the reporter. 

On the day ofthe murder he said he went 

to his home at Fifteenth and Gratiot streets, 
atatime he was not expected. His little 
boy was playing in the yard, his sister-in- 
law sitting at the head ofthe steps keeping 
watch and his wife, he claims, was in the 
bed-room with Carlisle. Ashe approached, 
he alleges, his sister-in-law called out, 
‘*Here’s will,’’ and endeavored to 
push him down the steps. He 
got past her and pushed the 
door of her bedroom open sufficiently to see 
his wife inside in scant attire. He waited 
upon the steps, he says, until his wife and 
Tobe Carlisle appeared, the latter with a pis- 
tolin his hand and his wife following carry- 
ing his overcoat. He and his wife and Car- 
lisle had a quarrel, during which, he alleges, 
his wife struck him and Carlisle fred a shot 
at him. Then, he says, he drew his revolver 
and commenced to shoot back, Killing the 
man. 
„My little boy was in the yard playing, and 
my sister-in-law ran away as soon as I drew 
my pistol,’’ he continued, yet both swore 
they saw me dothe shooting. They also said 
that Carlisle’s pistol was not loaded. 

„What did the Governor say when you told 
your story?’’ 

„He made me no promises, but he ap- 
peared much interested. He told me to put 
it in writing and he would have Chief Harri- 
gan investigate it thoroughliy.’’ 

Taylor’s story does not differ materially 
from that told by him in his own defense up- 
onthe stand. He has no new facts to adduce 
and his ciaim of self-defense was passed on 
by the jury, who found bim guilty. He tells 
his story inastraightforward manner and 
says he feels confident that his son, who was 
only 9 years old when he testified, would tell 
the truth and an entirely different story if he 
was taken from under the influence of his 
wife and sister-in-law. 


GARMENT WORKERS’ TROUBLES. 


Master Workman Wright Here to Try to 
Effect a Settlement. 


James A. Wright, National President or 
Grand Master Workman of the Garment 
Workers of America, as he is known, arrived 
here last night. He came at the invitation of 
the local assemblies of garment workers in 
this city to settle, if possible, a number of 
difficulties between garment makers and 
theiremployes. Some ofthese matters were 
laid before T. B. McGuire, the National 
Assembly of Garment Makers being No, 231 of 
the Knights of Labor. The subjects were 
unfamiliar to Mr. McGuire, and he accom- 
plished little in these branches. Mr. 
Wright’s home is in Philadelphia. He came 
here from Milwaukee, being on his annual 
tour of supervision. 

The most stubborn of all these dimculties is 
that between Bry & Singer and their old em- 
ployes. There was a disagreement last Au- 

st. The men alleged that the firm violated 
the agreement and then, pending a settle- 
ment or negotiation for settlement, locked | 
outtheir old employes. A boycott was or- 
dered, Recently Mr. McGuire ealied on the 
firm, who claimed that they in nowise biack- 
listed union men. However, it ig said that 
they employ non-union labor.

Detectives Chop Open An Infernal 
Machine. 


STRANGE FIND MADE BY THE POLICE IN 
SASSE BROTHERS’ HOUSE. 


The Queer Instrument of Death Was 
Filled With Gunpowder—It is of 
a Pattern Never Before Seen by the 
Police—The De Soto Post-Office Rob- 
bery Case—Police News. 


Detectives Badger and Flynn made d pecu- 
liar discovery while searching the residence 
two days ago of Herman and Otto Sasse, the 
brothers who with Jim French, the alleged 
firebug, are now in custody charged with 
looting the post-office at DeSoto, Mo. The 
two officers, aided by Inspector Paul 
Williams of the United States Government 
service, had gone through the upper 
part of the house and had found a lot of 
stamps and other little things connected 
with the robbery at De Soto, and went into 
the cellar to continue their investigation. 
Detective Badger picked up two fire-bricks, 
which had been cemented together and, 
thinking these out of place in such a house, 
threw them forcibly against the rock 
foundation to try and break them. 
The bricks did not break, so the officer picked 
itup and examined it closely. He found a 
small hole drilled through the layer of 
cement, between the two bricks. Getting 
still more curious to know why these two 
bricks were cemented and left in this par- 
ticular cellar, a hatchet was found and De- 
tective Badger proceeded to chop through 
the layer of cement while his 
assistants, Detective Flynn and In- 
spector Williams looked on. It 
required several solid blos to separate the 
bricks, and when this was finally accom- 
plished the officers were surprised and badly 
frightened at what they had been so roughly 
handling. 

The two fire bricks were nothing more 
than an infernal machine ready to be 
fused and touched off. The fiat sides 
of the bricks had been partially hollowed 
or chiseled out until quite a large sized 
pocket was formea. The bricks were then 
cemented together and through the cement a 
hole was bored. This hole led into the 
pocket and through it a quantity of ordinary

POPULAR DERELICTION. 

In yesterday’s ‘‘Forum’’ a correspondent 
takes the Post-DIsPATCH to task for op- 
posing the folly of Editor Stead’s state- 
ment that ‘‘the people here have less 
power than in Russia.’’ Replying to our 
suggestion that perhaps Mr. Stead can tell 
us where the power resides if not in the 
people, he writes: 

Ifthen you would know where the power 
of this country resides you can find it almost 
universally 
pered above the breath of the people, prim- 
arily in the saloon or The Gin-Mill on- 
garchy.’’ It may be secondarily found in 
the hands of ‘‘unscrupulous wealth,’’ which 
finds the primary power ready to prostitute 
itself, for a bribe. This is the du-umvirate 
which has dominated Legislatures, dictated 
to executive officerg, and even prescribed 
rules for our courts, and has made popular 
Government a farce. 

Our correspondent is as loose a reasoner 


as Editor Stead. His assertion that the 
saloons and the money power run the 
Government upsets his defense of Stead’s 
statement and is an affirmation of all that 
we said with reference to the power of the 
people. It is the power residing in the 
people, but which they fail to exercise, 
that renders the saloon and ‘‘unscrupu- 
lous wealth’’ so powerful in American 
politics. They and all other special in- 
terests in politics which abuse power for 
their own benefit, do so only by the con- 
sent of the people. 

Political power never lies around un- 
used. Somebody will utilize it. The 
fact that vicious elements predominate in 
the government of a free people is no evi- 
dence that there is any lack of power in 
the people, but merely that bad men are 
exercising the power which residesin the 
whole people. When good men keep out 
of politics bad men run the parties. When 
good men stay away from the polls bad 
men carry elections, occupy the offices and 
make the laws. 

All the wrongs that may exist inthe 
Government are due to the failure of the 
people to exercise their power to set things 
right and keep things right. As long as 
good men think politics too filthy for their 
hands it will remain filthy. As long as 
good men think government unworthy 
of their attention the Government will be 
bad. As long as respectable men like our 
correspondent only rail against the money- 
power, the boss-power and the whisky- 
power in politics and don’t vote against 
them they will be all-powerful in the Gov- 
ernment, But.they ought not to blame 
our institutions for their own shortcom- 
ings.

M’KINLEYIZED. 


The Wilson bill is McKinleyized. Iron 
ani lead ores, coal, sugar and wool are 
taten from the free list and a duty put 
upon them at the dictation of the lobby. 
Initead of tariff reform we are to have only 
a nildly expurgated form of high protec- 
tior. Platform pledges have been ignored 
andthe distinction between the two par- 
ties on the main question is apparently 
without a difference. 

This lame and impotent conclusion is 
due to the machinations of the Demo- 
erat io Conservati ves, tothe ‘‘retained’’ 
Senators and to those Senators who are 
using the privileges of the trust commit- 
ted to them by the people to feather their 
own nests. Gorman, Brice, Murphy, 
Hill, Caffer y and White have cast in their 
lot with the plutocracy, abandoned Demo- 
cratic principles, and propose to yield 
nothing to the public which costs them a 
penny or diminishes in the smallest degree 
the illegitimate profits of the interests 
they represent. 

It is true the duties are much lower on 
manufactured articles than those in the 
McKinley law, but as those were in the 
most important particulars prohibitive, 
the reduction in these cases does not sat- 
isfy the demand for real reform. Besides, 
the foundation for real reform, the one 
superlative merit of the Wilson bill as it 
came from the House was the free list, 
which comprised iron and lead ores, coal 
and wool. In putting these articles on 
the dutiable list the Senate Committee sur- 
renders the one vital feature of the Demo- 
cratic policy and gives the lie to campaign 
promises and protestations. 

But there is one saving merit still re- 
maining. The income tax is retained. 
Unless this is eliminated during the 
coming debate there will be a substantial 
gain in the direction of reform which 
may yet lead toa realization of what has 
been most arderitly desired by the coun-

DEMORALIZED SENTIMENT. 

The worst feature of the scandalous situ- 
ation in Washington is not that some Sena- 
tors are badly besmirched by reports of 
speculations and lobby dickers in matters 
of legislation, but that Senators in general 
view the situation with so much com- 
placency. 

It is not surprising nor is it an evidence 
of the decadence of public morals that 
some public men are guilty of dishonor- 
able and corrupt conduct. Rascals will 
creep into the purest public service despite 
the most careful watchfulness. It is 
to be expected that a body like the Senate, 
whose members are chosen by State 
Legislatures, will contain a considerable 
element ‘of unscrupulous men who will 
prey upon the privileges of their office. 

It would be folly to look for a nice sense 
of official honor in a man like Brice, who 
gained his wealth by disreputable methods 
and shamelessly: used it to purchase his 
seat in the Senate. The plutocrat in office 
is consistent in all things. He buys his 
place and he uses it for all possible personal 
advantages. That greedy tax absorbers, 
speculators and lobbyists should find legis- 
lative partners to their liking in the Sen- 
ate is in keeping with the ordinary condi- 
tion of human nature and human institu- 
tions. 

It is not the rascality of the few Sen- 
ators, but the complacency of the whole 
Senate towards such rascality which is 
discouraging. The air is full of rumors 
of scandalous conduct of certain Senators, 
yet the Senate shows no resentment. 
It is freely given out that an in- 
vestigation is not thought advisable. 
The mere denial of Senators charged 
with speculation on committee secrets 
is accepted as sufficient vindication. The 
silence of the Senator most besmirched by 
report is accepted as entirely proper. The 
Senate does not resent the strenuous efforts 
of its members to secure personal benefits 
through legislation in the shaping of 
which they actively participate. The rep- 
resentatives of plutocratic interests mingle 
with Senators and flock about the lobby 
and committee rooms without rebuke. 
Imputations of dishonor are let pass with- 
out an attempt to secure public vindica- 
tion. 

There was a time when the honor of the 
Senate was jealously guarded; when a 
charge against one Senator was the con- 
cern of all; when Senators insisted that it 
was due all Senators and the Senate as a 
body that no Senator should rest under an 
unanswered imputation of dishonesty or 
dishonor. Itis the apparent passing of 
this high seniment of honor and regard for 
the Senate’s reputation which is the most 
disheartening evidence of general demorali- 
zation. It is the first step to a general 
and hopeless corruption.

Yet we 
confess to surprise at seeing him strike with 
a Republican weapon at a Democratic 
revenue bill and make himself the cham- 
pion in the Senate of the plutocrats andthe 
tax-shirkers. Mr. Hill has heretofore shown 
himself in sympathy with the millions rather 
than the millionaires. He has been om the 
stumpan eloquent advocate of tariff reform 
through tariff reduction. He recommended 
and approved, when Governor, the taxes on 
inheritances and corporations that have 
yielded so much revenue tothe relief of the 
taxpayers in this State. 

The policy which Senator Hill now favors 
is the policy which the Republican party 
has followed ever since the close of the war. 
It has removed, one after another, 
all the taxes on wealth, in order 
to prevent any reduction in the 
taxes on consumption. The entire in- 
ternal-revenue system, beginning with 
the Income tax, was swept away, with the 
exception of the taxes on those luxuries of 
the poor, whisky, beer and tobacco, in order 
that the tariff made by and for the rich man- 
ufacturers who fillthe Republican campaign 
chests might not be disturbed. 

And it is this tariff which Senator Hill pro- 
poses still further toextend andto perpetu- 
ate. He would place upon consum ption—the 
daily life of the working people—the entire 
burden of the cost of the Government. The 
deficiency to which he points is but another 
phase of the high tariff policy. The Repub- 
licans threw away revenues with one hand 
and plied up expenditures with the other in 
order to make tariff reform impossible. 

And now ‘Senator Hill, whose proudest 
boast Is I ama Democrat,’’ deliberately 
proposes to discard the work of a Democratic 
House, representing the people, and to mul- 
tiply McKinley taxes instead of diminishing 
them—to find other necessaries to burden, 
other monopolies to foster, other exactions 
to heap upon the great body of consumers!

He 
seems to have lost confidence in me—and yet 
itwasonly a few days before that he was 
howling for a ‘‘home market. 

I suppose he meant when he had something 
to sell. It is a pity that we can’t have a home 
market to sell in and foreign market to buy 
in. But it’s the way of things and we'll have 
to stand it. I have avowed a new schedule 
of principles, so when a man asks me if I'm 
protection or free trade, I teli him it de- 
pends: when I sel! I want things as near as. 
possible so’s I can control the supply; but 
if l’m buying, I want it so’s I can have com- 
petition for my money. 

But about the building business. Why not 
put St. Louis duty on brick, cut or molded 
stone, manufactured lumber and all finished 
or partly made materials? We could have a 
custon-house atone bridge—same as Uncle 
Sam has at New York—and make all dis- 
criminated goods come through it. Also 
make the police earn revenue enough to help 
the city out out mightily by guarding the 
Natura! Bridge road, St. Charles rock road, 
Old and New Manchester roads and all other 
avenues of approach to the city, to collect 
customs. 

Uf course, houses would cost more, and 
rents would be higher. True, producers who 
ship to this city would, being possessed of 
common sense, ship their wares to other 
cities and buy their supplies from the same, 
naturally. But we would have protection, 
which, no matter how it works, mast bea 
good thing when a strong and intelligent 
nation keeps it up so long. If good fora 
world it must be for a nation, andif for a 
nation, certainly for a locality.

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PROF. FRANKEL, AFTER BEING TAKEN 


FROM UNDER A SED, ESCAPES, 
. — 


He Bersed the Police Not to Take Him 
in the Hoodlum Wagon-While the 
Tables Were Being Unloaded at the 
Four Oourts Frankel Made a Break 
for Liberty—Estep Refuses Warrants. 


This morning Detectives Scully and Kelly 
made application for warrants against Jas. 
Ames, Edward Cuthbert and Ike Treadway, 
three of the men who were captured last 
evening ina raid made by the police on the 
house, 2316 Ohestnut street, where a faro 
game is said to have been running the past 
few weeks. The warrant was refused and 
the officers were advised to send the prison- 
ers to the Police Court. 
HOW THE HOUSE WAS ENTERED. 

The house on which the raid was made 
last evening is _ the residence of 
Ed Cuthbert, the retired ball player and 
saloonist. The men who were caught in the 
raid, with the exception of Prof. Nathan 8. 
Frankel, the musician, are all well-known 
sports and card players. Since 
the rad, which was made some 
weeks ago on the faro game, an 
Natural Bridge road, opposite the Jockey 
Club-house, the unfortunate proprietors of 
that game have had a great deal of trouble 
in findinga location out of the reach and 
away fromtheeye of the police, Itis said 
that the same crowd finally located 
about three weeks ago at Mr. Cuthbert’s 
house, in the front room on the second floor. 
Detectives Scully and Keliy placed a watch 
on the house, and waited for the game to in- 
crease in patronage, but it seemed to bea 
dismal failure, never more than four or five 
persons figuring in it at any time 
since its incipiency. Last evening 


They learned before - 
hand, however, that peacable entrance to 
the house was confined to those who had 
latch-keys alone. They rangthe bell, how- 
ever, and when no answer came the forced 
openthe door. Officers Burke and Dewar

FRANKEL ESCAPED. 

Prof. Frankel begged piteously, so the 
officers claim, to be allowed to go, and it is 
said he even offered money for his liberty. 
He was taken with the other three 


companions and the gaming table 
to the Four Courts, but while 
the police were removing the table into the 
Station the musician darted off into the 
darkness and ts said to have hidden himself 
in the Phoenix Planing Mill, directly opposite 
the Four Courts. Search was made for him 
without avail, Dut his companions were 
placed inthe holdover for tw enty hours. On 
Ames $13.64 was found while Treaway had

After the prisoners were locked up the 
house was searched and in a pocket in the 
floor under the carpet the faro dealing box 
and several hundred chips were found and 
taken to the Four Courts.

To Protect Street Railroads. 


It is said that Councilman Clark introduced 
the ordinance making it a misdemeanor for 
minors under the age of 18 years to 
jump on or off a street car while in motion, 


at the request of Mr. P. C. Mafitt, Presi- 
dent of the M!ssouri Railroad Co. The bill fs 
very brief and makes the offender subject 
to a fine of not exceeding $10 for each ana 
every offense. ‘This is almed primarily at 
newsboys and gamins who make it practice 
of hanging onthe platform of the cars and 
jumping off while they are inmotion. It 
would also exempt theraillroads from a great 
many damage suits, as minor persons in- 
jured while getting on or off a car in motion 
would be debarred from sulng, as they were 
committing an unlawful act at the time. 

There have been laws to prevent persons 
trom jumping on or off steam rallroad cars 
while in motion, but this is probably the 
first attempt at ‘legislation in this direction 
to protect street railroads, It is question- 
ma such an ordinanee would be 
valid,

OPENED TO SETTLEMENT. 


Provisions of Mr. MoRea’s Bill on Indian 
Reservation Lands. 


Waentrorox, D. C., March 9.—Representa- 
tive McRae bas intreduced in the House a bil 
providing that all lands included within the 
limits of any Indian reservation, the dis- 
posalofwhich has been heretofore, or may 
be hereafter authorized by agreement, con- 
tract ortreaty with any Indian tribe, or by 
any law of the United States and not already 


opened, shall be opened to settlement and 
entered under the provisions of the bill. 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized 
to cause public surveys to be made of all 
jands in the reservations referred to where 
this has not already been done, and also 
Cause town sites to be located and surveyed. 

The Presidentis autnorized to attach any 
reservation or any part thereof to any ex- 
isting eontiguous land district, or he may 
organize separate land districts. Provision 
is made for the disposition of all lands in the 
reservations not needed for ailotment to 
indians. 


IMMIGRANTS IN 1893. 


fcrivals at Mew York, Philedelphis, 
Boston and Baltimore. 

WaSHINGTON, D. C., March 9.—A statement 
has been prepared dy the Immigration Bu- 
reau, showing the number of immigrants 
who arrived at the ports of New York, 
Philadelphia, Boston and Baltimore from 
foreign ports during the calendar year 1893. 

The whole number is shown to have been 
441,712, and these, it is said, represent at 
least four-fifths of the whole number who 
nrrived at all American ports. The port of 
«inharkation andthe number at each above 
500 is given as follows: Liverpool and Queens- 
‘town, 101,061; Bremen, 93,739; Naples and 
Marseilles, 60,065; Hamburg, 37,167; Ant- 
werp, 32,442; Rotterdam and Boulogne, 26,073; 
Giaszgow and Londonderry, 24,683; Relsen- 
borg and Goldenborg, Sweden, and Onristi- 
ana and Christianland, Norway, 20,185;

YELLOW FEVER AT RIO. 


Mortality Said to Be Terrible—Attitude 
of British Naval Vessels. 


Lorpoy, March 9.—Mr. Christopher Fur. 
ness, Member of Parliament for Hartlepool 
and head of the firm of Furness, Withey & 
Co., steamship builders and ship-owners, 
has received the following cable message 
from Rio de Janeiro in connection with the 
yellow fever’s ravages, addressed to him 
by the Masters of the British steamships now 
at that port: 

The American navy is rendering the 
necessary assistance in landing the sick and 
supplying them with water. Our navy re- 
fuses to grant such assistance. Can you do 
anything in our behalf? Mortality terrible. 
Only bospital available is ten miles from 
anchorage.’ 

Mr. Furness, immediately upon receipt of 
this cablegram, telegraphed to the Foreign 
Office asking that instructions be sent to the 
British commander at Rio Janeiro, ordering 
or authorizing bim to render the necessary 
assistance. 

Mr. Furness added that the conduct of the 
British — at Rio Janeiro during the past 
three months was such that he was inclined 
to move an adjournment next week of the 
7 of Commons in order to discuss the 
matter.

| BoaRD OF PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS MAS- 
TER OF THE SITUATION. 


The Permit Issued by Mayor Noonan 
Does Not Give the Depot People the 
Right to Violate Any Ordinance— 
Street Improvements Ordered—News 
of the City Hail. 


The revival of the old controversy between 
the Board of Public Improvements and the 
Union Depotand Terminal Association was 
the subject of some amusing comment at the 
City Hall to-day. The attempt of the mem- 
bers of the board to shift the onus of 
the Union Depot Co.’s infraction 
of the ordinance on Mayor 
Noonan is considered ridiculous, Any per 
mit which may have been issued by Mayor 
Noonan, while it would serve to protect the 
company from police interference, would 
certainly not validate any work done on the 
new depot, which was contrary to the terms 
of the ordinance. In the first place, the 
Mayor has no power to issue such a 
permit, and if the Depot company 
has violated the terms of its ordl- 
nance or, in fact, any city ordinance 
such a permit will not legalize the work. 
This is the view taken by City Counselor 
Marshall, and Dr. Taussig knows it as well as 
every member of the Board of Public Im- 
provements.

Thigig the third addition to the list of the 


the bomb which was found hidden ina high 
hat picked up on the street near the scene 
was intended to be exploded in the Chamber 
of Deputies, and the conspirators might have 
succeeded in attaining their object had it not 
been that the Chamber adjourned earlier 


than usual, owing to the fact that Premier 
Crispi was suffering from a cold and was, 
therefore, unabie to answer the many ques- 
tions. notice of which had been given to the 
Government. 

The authorities express the belief that the 
bomb-carrier, seeing that the last of the 
Deputies were leaving the chamber, judged 
that it would be useless to attempt to enter 
that building, and so exploded the deadly 
missile on the Piazza Di Monte Citorio. 

The police also have a theory that the ex- 

losion was the work of Anarchists who had 

n roused to action dy the fact that the 
Deputies yesterday devoted considerable 
time to discussing the question of prosecut- 
ing the chief of the great socialist labor soc!- 
ety. Deputy Felice Gtuffrida of Cantantia, 
whois said to have had a great deal to do 
with the recent agitation in Sicily. 

Two otber sufferers from the explosion 
who are now in the hospital are much 
worse to-day. One of the patients had his 
leg amputated this morning. 

Later details of the outrage say the flames 
seemed to leap into the windows ofthe Par- 
liament House and dense smoke filled the 
house. Many windows were shattered. 
Deputies, ushgrs and spectators rushed out 
on the Piazza Monte Citorio, where an im- 
mense concourse of people were gathering. 

The bomb had exploded at the corner of 
the building, tearing up the sidewalk. Two 
men lay dead, torn to pieces. A regiment 
cleared the plaza amid wild confusion of 
frightened horses, screaming women and 
general consternation. 

Another theory in connection with the 
explosion is that it was provoked by 
the vote of Parliament against a national 
exposition in Rome, Prince Odescalchi spoke 
and voted against it, and workingmen tried 
to force their way into his palace. 

Eight persons were injured, in addition to 
those killed, one of them a woman of the up- 
perranks. Six were taken to a hospital.

INDUSTRIAL ARMY. 


Preamble and Constitution ot the Navel 
Organization. 

Los ANGELES, Cal., March 9.—The *‘First 
Regiment of the United States Industrial 
Army,’’ in other words, the unempleyed now 
encamped here on Pedro street, formed two 
new companies of fifty men each yesterday: 

Gen. Foy, commanding, states that several 
churches have offered aid and that railway 
companies have offered transportation to 


all men wearing the Industrial Army badge. 

The leaders bave prepared the following 
preamble and constitution: 

Whereas, The evils of murderous competition, 
the supplanting of manual labor by machinery, the 
excessive Mongollan and pauper immigration, the 
curse of aliendandiordism, the exploitation by rent, 
profit and interest of the products of tne toller, has 
centralized the wealth of the nation into the hands 
ef the few and piaced the masses iu a state of hope- 
less destitution, we have only to look upon the his- 
tery of the ast. Like eauses 
like results. hese same causes 
the downfall Persia, Greece, 
conquering of Home. The end came whea 2 per 
eent of their population owned sill the national 
wealth. We have reached that point on our own 
road to ruin where 3 per eent of the population own 
76 pereentofalithe wealth. Witness the aban- 
doning and selling ofchildren by their parents in 
San Francisco on the Western shoreand the protest 
avainst the slave trafficin children from Italy by 
New York onthe Eastern shore of our nation, This 
Is one of the sigus history telis us preceded the 
downfall of all the past great nations.

States Industrial Army. It ahall have the power to 
make its own constitution and by-laws and elect its 
own officers. 

This army shall be composed of American citizens 
over 16 years of age, or those who have deelared 
their intention to become such. 

The officers of the army shall be a general, five 
aides, a quartermaster general, brigadiers, ¢olonels, 
captains and sergeants. 

The general, quartermaster genera and five aids 
shall be elected by the army, briga ter by his bri- 
wade, colenel by his regiment, captain and sergeant 
by their company. 

The General’s staff shall have the supervision 
over the army and see that the constitution is car- 
ried eut, grant commissiens to recruiting sergeants 
and have power to revoke the same. 

The General and staff shall censtitute a court- 
martial and the accused to have a right of appeal to 
a vote of the army against their decisi@n. 

Officers to hold office during good behavior. 

Fifty men shall constitute a company, ten com- 
panies a regiment. five regiments a brigade, roll- 
call twice a day when practicable, drill once a day 
— — Any disobedience of orders shall 
be sufficient grounds for expulsion from the army. 
Each regiment to have ite owu rules of order notin 
conflict with the order of the army.

The ears were short and 
rounded, The fore legs were short, with 
long sharp claws. The hind legs were flipped- 
like. Thetail was short and the entire body 
was covered with short, harsh hair, Silas 
will bave the animal stuffed. It is regarded 
as remarkable that the animal should have 
been found in those waters, a very rare oc- 
currence.
